At 10:57 a.m., EST while fly­ 
ing over Texas in their first cir­ 
cuit, the space twins changed 
the shape of their orbit. At the 
time their flight path ranged 
from IOO to 142 miles above the 
earth. 


After firing some small rock­ 
et thrusters aboard their craft, 
their orbital 
path 
was 
more 
nearly circular, ranging in al­ 
titude from 97 to 105 miles. 
Then, two hours and 20 min­ 
utes after liftoff, as they soared 
over the Indian Ocean halfway 
through their second trip around 
tho earth, Grissom steered the 
spacecraft in a different dimen-

These maneuvers had the ef­ 
fect of changing the spacecraft’s 
landing spot 30 to 40 miles north 
of where it would have been oth­ 
erwise.

The first retros were used to 
bring the Air Force Discoverer 
satellite back from orbit. They

noted the supervisors had re­ 
constructed Oxford Valley Road, 
purchased 32 acres of ground 
for expansion and earm arked 
it for future park development.
